Are Both Fatally WuuuJed. 

Fort 'Waynk, Ind., Deo. 3.— Mervin 
Kuhns, the Fostoria, O., murderer, for 
whose arrest tl.UUO reward is offered, 
shot aud mortally wounded Police officer 
John Kenaeibr, at tt o'clock tiaturday 
evening, ut (Jberubnsco, a small village 
twent. mile 4 south of here, on tLe But 
ler and Lei river branch ot the Wabash 
railroad. Kuhns parents are fairly well- 
to-do country people, li\ing on their 
farm, ten mues north of Caerubusca 

At no< n i^aturday Kiibns was noticed 
by two faimeis from that part of the 
country walking north on Calhoun 
street, m.ikiag for the Lake Shore 
deitot, as tliey suj'posed, to g) to 
Auburn, where he tould catch a train 
f( r Chentonsco, and tIien.-« home. 
They at once notilied hhe.ilf Vioerg. 
who. with himself and Deputy Shei Ki 
Lindsay in one carriage, and Deimt.- 
Sheritf Wilkiiison and Police omwT 
Kennelly in another, started for Cheru- 
buso. a.s the train bad gone. 

Viberg and Lindsoy took one direc- 
tion, and kennelly and 'Wilkinson an- 
other. The latter carriage reached the 
village fir .St. it was found he had start- 
ed for his honie. Kennelly and Wilkin- 
son started, and soon overtook him. The 
( nicer ordered him to throw up his 
hands, but instead he tired. Tbe bullet 
entered Keunelly's left cheek, passing 
out at the back of bis neck, crushing 
the top of the spinal cord, probably 
cuuriug complete paralysis. Kuhns then 
sturied ou a run for the woods, but Wil- 
kinson emp.ied his revolver after him, 
two of the shots taking effect in Kuhns' 
back, but he suc<.eeded in escaping on 
horseback. Kennelly was at once hur- 
ried to Cherubusco. The physicians 
there say recovery is impossible. 

Reinforcements were tiion had and a 
hot pursuit after tbe desperado was 
given. Kulins was fotmd two hours 
later at a farm house near by, where he 
fell off his horse. His wotmos are fatal. 

Kuhns' parents have for years resided 
In the north part of Whitley county, 
and often came here to trade. Kuhns 
was well known to many of otir young 
men about town, and it is a matter of 
great surprise that he should have 
shown himself here. 

Kuhns was brought here yesterday 
morning and lodged in JalL He lies 1n 
the jail nospital under the efiects of 
opiates. He cannot recover. Kennelly 
is at 8t Joseph s hospital and has even 
chances of bfe or death. Kuhns denies 
that he is the murderer of Campau, his 
pal who was recently found dead at 
Fostoria. O.. thoMgh he cannot explain 
a half healed bullet wi und in his li.i. 

BULL FIGHTING IN TEXAS. 



SoldlerH Attend and I.«Bve Kiuliteeii Con- 
vli tu Ksi'H|>e From I'l lxoii. 

Dknvkh, Dec. 8.— A si)ecial from El 
Pasi>. Te\., to The Republic an siiys : The 
bull fi hts Sunday afternoon at Juarez, 
Mex., were viewed by an immense 
crowd. They were brutal and fierce in 
every re-pect, and one horse ridden by 
a tighter was homed three times, rii>- 
ping its left forleg almost from the 
body. Tbe bulls were vicious and kept 
the crowd at a fever of excitement 
during tbe aftemo< n. The last bull 
was sabred and dragged from the arena 
dead. 

While the soldiers Were absent from 
the post attending the fight, the convict 
soldiers revolted at the barrincks, killing 
the sergeant of the guards, a corporal 
and a private. The murderers, eighteen 
in numlier. broke from the ba.racks 
and escaped to the mountains. They 
were followed by the soldiers, three 
overtaken and shot to death and four 
captured and brought back to the post. 
They are ordered to be killed at sunrise 
to-morrow.

Tbe el' v.ition is very rmigh 
and rocky. The hill is cnM-n d by a 
lii.xurious growth of valuablu timber, 
but has so far been of little value be- 
cause of the ditticnlty of reach. ng it. 

The value of this timber has attracted 
many visiturs to this spot of late, and 
this has led u) the exploration of some 
of the deep gulch»s in the rocks worn 
out by the waler irom the many small 
sjiniigs. A few days ago a metal witj 
discuveied '11 the U'd of one of these 
gulches iu c iisiderable quantities, 
whiili li:ts siuco Ix'oa uHii,il\ <i.d aiul 
liroves to be ^old.

The sugar planters, as well as Kal- 
akaua, are in the bole. Under the reoi- 
pro; ity they ri ally got a bonm (rf two 
cent« a pound on all their tugar. Now 
under the McKin ey bill, whi.h makes 
sugar free, they lose all this, because the 
glowers of this country receive a 
bounty of two cents a pound. If tha 
Hawaiiiu Islands come under tbe 
American flag the planters would 
receive this bounty, which would 
amount to several million per year. 

It is believed the adminiiBtration will 
receive Kalakana's overtures with favor. 
Mr. Blaine on lepeated occasions has 
expr(>8sed opinion that sound policy de- 
mands that the Unite > States should 
control the Hawaiian Islands, and he 
will bui-k any movement for their ao- 
(|uisition on favorable tenns. It is not 
known what demands Kalakaua 
wiU make, but the belief is that they 
will not be e.-tcessive.
